Continued from oage 1 
its subdividing rights are 
voided. 

toyon rd. property own¬ 
ers contend the map, as the 
situation now stands, is al¬ 
ready voided through a mis¬ 
take in numbering as well 
as the lack of roadway clear- 
ance. , . . 

“The company has a right 
to name the city as the plain¬ 
tiff in this case,” City Atty. 
Martin reported to the large 
crowd of Toyon Kd. residents 
present, “but it is up to the 
courts to determine whether 
this is valid. 

“I believe that it is a tenu¬ 
ous procedure. Of course, I 
have no means of determin¬ 
ing what the courts will rule. 
I have written Arthur Sha¬ 
piro, head of Prescott Build¬ 
ers and its counsel, Atty. 
Thomas G. Garcia, protest¬ 
ing this latest move, advis¬ 
ing them that in our estima¬ 
tion it is a bad deal.
